NOVELTY 

The subject matter of claims 1-29 is new in regard of the available prior art. 
INVENTIVE STEP 

The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of claim 
19, and discloses nutrient ready-to-eat food product containing cereals, non-fat dry milk 
solids, vegetable oil, vitamins and minerals. The food product is useful against diabetes 
(see cited passages in the search report). 

The subject-matter of claim 1 & 19 differs from D1 in that it additionally contains amla 
powder and pulverized Garcinia combogia. 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as how to prepare a 
hypoglycemic food. 

The solution proposed by the applicant is a formulation that contains toasted cereals, 
garcinia combogia, skimmed milk powder, vegetable oil, amla powder, vitamin premix and 
mineral premix. 

None of the documents D1-D3 suggests to use the above mentioned ingredients in this 
special combination to prepare a glycemic food product. 
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The subject matter of claims 1 & 1 9 is therefore regarded as inventive. 
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
